Dynamite—and Peace 


T 


HE wisdom of the world is not found in books—and 
. strange arc the instruments that contribute to peace. 


Over in Sweden the inventor of dynamite, flying a gen- 


eration ago, endowed a trust fund for, among other things, 
the promotion of world pence. 


The man who this year gets the $40,600 award of the 


late dynamite king for his pacific efforts, is Viscount Cecil 
of Chelwood, an Englishman, one of the founders of the 
League of Nations, and a leading advocate of disarmament. 


Listen to Lord Cecil on peace and war: 
"I think young people should join League of Nations 


societies instead of singing pledges not to bear arms. Force 
exists. It is a fact, and you can't ignore it. We should work 
to control force by international agreement." 


That is common sense. Lord Cecil is worth several 


times $40,600, for he cautions the world that its problems 
arc not one but two—for in seeking to control the lust of war 
the world has also to guard against the folly of professional 
pacifism.

The world is full of complexities. 


TI.e world is full of problems as 
nearly insoluble as the problem of 
war. 
And there are many people 


who give an incautious answer 
when wiser heads are silent. 


The only worth-while contribu- 


tion to world peace comes froin 
those who know something of war, 
cither by close study of history or 
by actual experience. 


Perhaps for that reason it would 


naturally he the inventor of dyna- 
mite who endowed a fund to pro- 
mole peace. Certainly the inventor 
of dynamite would know bctlcr 
than most men the terrible effects 
when his invention is turned to 
the grim uses of war. 


The cynic speculates on the sein- 


ing paradox of a dead munition- 
maker promoting peace. 


The religionist speculates on the 


theory that Mr. Nobel was mak- 
ing a deathbed atonement for an 
evil life. 


But botlj the "paradox" and the 


"atonement" arc literary rubbish 
dumped out of bookish minds. 


The real America is under no il- 


lusion about the insoluble nature 
of war. 


The real America doesn't doubt 


but what the League of Nations 
offers the only known practical 
control of war. It was a solution 


1 invented by an American, Wood- 


row Wilson—-but so drastic was the 
solution that his fellow citizens 
shrank away from it. 


Nor have we changed our minds 


to this day, except to get still furth- 
or awcy froin-'. the League. Our 
only recourse is to be very certain 
that we are at nil timos'adcquately 
prepared to defend ourselves.

Lord Cecil Wins 


Nobel Peace Prize 


Thinks Pacificts Futile— 


Should Help League 


of Nations 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden — (/I') - The 


lil.'i? Nobel peace pri/e was awarded 
Thursday to Viscount Cecil of Chel- 
wood, one of the founders of the Lea- 
gue of Nations and a leading advocate 
of disarmament. 


The former British cabinet member 


was selected because of his work in the 
League and his efforts to promote in- 
ternational 
goodwill. The 
prize 
is 


worth 158,000 Swedish kroner (about 
540,1)00). 


The name of United Stales Secre- 


tary of State Cordell Hull was before 
the committee that u warded the prize. 
He had ben .sponsored by 
several 


Latin American countries. 


Lord Cecil is on a visit to the United 


States, his first since he received the 
Woodrow Wilson peace price 12 years 
ago. 


Lord Cecil learned of the honor in 


New York just before Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, president of Columbia Un- 
ivcrsily and himself u winner of the 
peace pri/e, presented him wlih an 
honorary degree of doctor of laws. In 
the United Slates to attend a confer- 
ence of the World Alliance for Inter- 
national Friendship Through Churches, 
lie was the guest last week-end of 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt at the 
While House. 


The Nobel peace pri/e is awarded by 


a committee of five named by the Nor- 
wegian Storthing, or Parliament. 


Last year's winner of the peace 


award was Carlos Saavedra Lamas, 
foreign minister of Argentina. The 
last Americans to receive the peace 
pri/.e were

I tiling in them when subjected to rig- 
orous scientific analysis. His verdict, 
offered tentatively hut backed by a 
wealth of evidnce, is that they have— 
plenty. 


Specifically, he and his co-Workers 


at Duke sought to lenrn whether the 
hummi mind can receive sen.«w»tiofis 
through other means than the five 
senses. They conducted their tests by 
means of decks of cards bearing five 
kinds of inscriptions. Some hundreds 
of people wore asked 'to identify the 
cards blindly, merely by looking at 
the back of the deck—or, in some 
cases, without even seeing the deck 
nt till. 


Tile results were astounding. About 


one person in five could identify the 
cards with a far higher record of suc- 
cess than the laws of chance • would 
allow. After thousands and thousands 
of tests. Prof. Rhine is satisfied that 
there is some power—extra-sensory 
perception, he calls it—by which the 
bruin can receive impressions without 
the aid of any of the senses.

It has been suggested that those who 


art exceedingly sensitive have thx-ir 
skin painted with sorna of the CG.S- 
rinetie preparations now available so 
that the white spots will not be so 
prominent. 
. In the ordinary processes of com- 
mercial Wttaoinj, coloring matter is 
ixstroducad purposely into the skin. It 
a quite possible, however, for people 
to U- accidentally tattooed as, for ex- 


ample, when a shotgun explodes a fine 
charge of-'powder into the skin. Cer- 
tain substances may irritate the .skin 
and color it permanently. This i.s one 
of the dangers of self-treatment of 
various diseases. Cases have been re- 
ported of coloration of the skin by cop- 
per, mercury, bismuth and silver. 


Removal of coloring material from 


the skin may be difficult. It involves 
irritation, and inflammation with the 
peeling away of superficial layers to 
get down to the area where the pig- 
ment is held. There are records of a 
(onsiderable number of cases in which 
this Coloring has been .successfully re- 
moved. 


Two chief substances m tattooing 


ore carbon in the form of China ink 
which appears blue, and cannabar 
which looks red. Most tattooing tends

figur of the building ot the house in 
which the master builder makes the 
plan and lays the foundation, but in 
which the strength arid beauty of 
the structure depend upon every man's 
work. 


Paul had a keen sense of judgment 


There was a proving and a testing time 
for every man's work. Even good in- 
lenlion.s and sincerity were not enough. 
A man might be saved by his faith 
and good intentions, but if he built 
wenkly or unsoundly, his work would 
bo destroyed. 


How important 11 is that we should 


consider this. The fear of judgment, 
the hostility to criticism, are deep 
in the mind and attitude of many peo- 
ple. But the true workman wants his 
work to be judged. He resents the 
criticism of the incompetent and the 
ignorant, but he values above all else 
the approval of the intelligent critic, or 
some clear judgment that shows him 
wherein he may have failed or come 
short of the ideal. 


Christian work.In this respect Is no 


different from other work. Christian 
workers are tested by the same stand- 
ards of competency and spiritual ef- 
ficiency. 


There is no unusual law that pro- 


tects men and women in the exercise of 
religious life and labor. If they sow 
sparingly they will reap sparingly. 
If they sow poor seed, they will reap 
a poor crop or no crop at all. If they 
sow in unrepared soil, there will be 
little yield, or the weeds wilt spring up 
and choke the grain. 


For all in Christian work, as in all 


other work, it is written, "Be not de- 
ceived; God is not mocked: for what- 
soever a man soweth, that shall he 
also" reap," 


But there is no need either of poor 


seed or of poor sowing. 
To the 


Christian worker there opens up a 
wide field of opportunity, and to all 
those comes Paul's great appeal, "As 
we have opportunity, let us work that 
which is good toward all men, and es- 
pecially toward them that are of the 
household of the faith."

Fall Vegetables 


With fall vegetables still being gath-' 


ered from the 
garden, 
Hempstead 


county home demonstration club mem- 
bers are already making plans for 
next spring's plantings. 


Plowing the garden plot at this time 


of year will increase yields and re- 
duce disease and insect troubles, says 
P. T. Ecton, extension horticulturist, 
University of Arkansas College of Ag- 
riculture. 
He recommends 
turning 


under all weed growth.or fall plants, 
as they will furnish needed humus to 
the soil. After the ground has mel- 
lowed all winter, in the spring it is 
necessary to merely stir the soil, place 
'the fertilizer, and sow the seed or set 
the plants. 


Trash in the fence comers and 


ditches furnishes a host for many dis- 
eases and insects during the winter 
time, and should be cleaned out, the 
horticulturist points out. Oats, wheat, 
or rye planted as a winter cover crop 
will control washing and improve the 
soil, as well as furnish a green crop 
for chickens, he adds. 


Even tin cans and corn husks will 


contribute to the gaiety of the Christ- 
mas trees in many Hempstead county 
homes. 


Gifts can be made to do more than 


their share in the merry making if 
they are packaged and wrapped in an 


unusual and attractive Way. 


Grown breads and puddings can be 


cooked in tin cans which will serve 
later as the gift containers. Number 
two tin cans or baking powder cans 
arc nice for this type ofgift. If tin cans 
arc ased, the lop should be cut with 
a can opener to leave only the smooth 
roll edge. 


Suggestions for decorating the cans 


are given by Miss Sybil D. Bates, ex- 
tension specialist in home industries, 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. After the puddings and 
breads are baked, remove them from 
the cans. Wash the cans and decorate 
with enamel in any color desired or 
lacquer with metallic paint in gold, 
silver, red or green. If baking powder 
cans are used, punch two holes in the 
lid through which ribbon can be run 
to tie a decorative bow on lop, with 
a twig of holly or a small branch of 
pine wilh cones. 


Fruit cake baked in pound coffee 


cans makes excellent gifts and the 
cans may be decorated in the same 
way. 
The coffee boxes and small 


boxes one can pick up from the gro- 
cery store are useful in making con- 
tainers for all sorts of confections. 


Miss Bates suggests an Interesting 


container for confections can be made 
from a gourd. Select a large sized 
gourd. Cut the neck off, making an 
opening, scoup out the inside and 
clean thoroughly. Drill four holes on 
opposite sides of the neck through 
which to insert a cord that holds the 
lop in place. These gourds may be 
decorated with paint or left the natur- 
al color. Instead of cutting the neck, 
the opening can be cut on the side 
drilling the holes through which the 
cord can be inserted.

The corn is packed in small 
cellophane bags that will fit in the 
husks in place of the ear of cofn. The 
package can be tied with a red ot 
green ribbon and ornamented with a 
spring of holly, Miss Bates suggest*.

for taxation and for rate making will 
not necessarily be the .same." the gov- 
ernor wrote. "However, it does occur 
to me that the discrepancies that ex- 
ist give caus for calling this to the at- 
tention of you commissioners." 


As an example, Governor Bailey cit- 


ed the Arkansas Power and Light Com- 
pany—largest utility company operat- 
ing in the state—pointing out that 
books of the company on December 31, 
1936, showed net book assets of about 
$4,000,000, although "the assssod val- 
uation is only $13,551,000, or 21.17 per 
cent of the book value." 


"Files of the Utilities Department 


and the Corporation Commission re- 
veael that many public utility com- 
panies are paying taxes on a valuation 
which is less than 30 per cent of their 
book values. One company's assessed 
valuation is only 11.15 per cent of its 
book value," the governor said. 


"Public utility companies, like other 


taxpayers, are required by law to pay 
taxes' on 50 per cent of actual value," 
said Governor Bailey. "It is not my 
intention here to indicate an opinion 
that the Arkansas Power and Light 
Company's book values are excessive 
or that it is under-assessed. I recog- 
nize that there may be factors to be 
taken into consideration which will 
not justify fixing a tax valuation of a 
flat 50 per cent of the company's book 
value; but the Utilities Department 
and 
the 
Corporation 
Commission 


should have all the information rela- 
tive to those factors. 


"When we find that one utility com- 


pany with fixed assets of $15,905,385 
on its books is paying taxes on an as- 
sessed valuation of 56,201,500, or 38 per 
cent, and that sveral smaller com- 
panies are paying taxes on from 40 
per cent to 54 per cent of their book 
values, it seems fundamentally wrong 
tnat others should be assessed at 11 t<> 
30 per cent of their book values."

Pumpkin Pie 'Ok' 


for Thanksgiving 


Pumpkin Pies Have Gone 


Modern—Will Have 


Trimmings

Pumpkin pies have gone modern. 
The shiny tops prized by grand- 


mother often are concealed now by a 
coating of whipped cream, fancy mer- 
ingue, coconut or delicately-flavored 
sauce. 


Fillings, too, are more varied. While 


standpatters 
demand theirs 
plain— 


with a thick wedge of tangy cheese 
alongside—left-wing pie eaters prefer 
fillings containing friuts or nuts, for 
instance. 


Secrets of Success 


There are several secrets for the 


success of any pumpkin pie. 


The first lies in the crust. It must 


bo rich and well placed in the pan— 
to allow for a thick filling. A little 
grated chees may be added to give a 
pleasing flavor combination. 


The oven should be hot the first ten 


minutes the pie is in the oven. This 
will bake the crust so well that the 
filling will not soak in. 


The second secret is in the filling. 


Although it may be made in a number 
of ways it must be poured in a thick 
layer into the crust, and it must not 
be permitted to run over the edge. It 
should rise only to within a fourth of 
an inch of the top edge of the crust, 
since it will rise a little during bak- 
ing. 


Brown sugar enriches the flavor of 


the filling. Adding a tablcspoonful of 
molasses to the regular ingredients 
will darken the color. 


A combination of spices is usually 


best. About one teaspoonful of cinna- 
mon and half a teaspoonful of nutmbg, 
cloves and ginger is enough for each 
pie. 


Qulvery Filling 


Eggs are important. Two tablespoons- 


ful of flour may bb used in place <M 
one egg, however, if eggs are too ex- 
pensive. 


The pie is done when the crust is 


brown and shrinks slightly from the 
pan. The filling should be slightly 
quivery, since it will stiffen as it 
cools. 


When the pie is removed from the 


oven it should be placed on a rack to 
cool. Doing so helps prevent a soggy 
crust. 


Variations: 
Add one-third of a cup of any of the 


following to each pie: chopped can- 
died orange peel, preserved fruits, 
dates, raisins, figs, nuts, coconut or 
orange marmalade. 


Sprinkle grated cheese, dates, nuts, 


marshmallows or nuts over the top of 
the pie five minutes before you remove 
it from the oven. 


Ten minutes before you remove the 


pie from the oven criss-cross thin 
strips of unbaked pastry over the top. 


Serve the pie plain or topped with 


whipped cream, cream cheese, hard 
sauce, orange sherbet or crushed coco- 
nut macaroons.
